London, July 12.—The Daily News 
says the British government is dis- 
posed to take a very serious view of 
the status of the German submarine, 
Deutschland. 
The official opinion is 
said to be that under existing circum- 
stances a submarine cannot be classeU 
as a merchant vessel at all. 
"The American government faces a 
new and delicate problem which adds 
one more to already numerous points 
on which a decision after the war, will 
be imperative," the News continues. 
"Even if a submarine merchantman 
can provo herself to 
be really un- 
armed, the difficulties of supervising j 
such a class even in harbor, must be 
almost insuperable for the friendly 
neutral. If such a vessel chose, it is 
fairly clear she might, with the ad- 
vantages she possesses, most grossly 
abuse the hospitality extended to her.

In the Rubber Fields. 


While the most approved methods of 


reducing the milk to rubber in South 
America is by coagulation iu smoke, 
natives of Africa frequently resort to 
the practice of covering their bodies 
with the fluid as it is taken from the 
tree nnd after there hns been suffi- 
cient evaporation the rubber residue 
is scraped otT rind molded into cubes.

STAIR STEPS 


There are two kinds of stair steps, 
those which go up and those -which 
So down. There are about as many 
of one kind as there are of the other, 
and where you find one kind you can 
usually look around and fine! some of 
the other in the same vicinity. Stair 
steps are very gregarious. 


Now and then a stair step gets off 


by itself, but it is not much use. 
They are more usually found in 
droves of from fifteen to several hun- 
dred. Like the bee, the stair step is 
efficient only in its relation, to a 
social group. 


There is a great waste in stair 


steps. 
Most people find a superfluity 


of them wherever they go, and util- 
ize only about one-half oE the steps 
provided. Every alternate stair step 
could be done away with very well. 


The 
chief 
competitors of stair 


steps are hills' and elevators. You 
can get up high just as well by climb- 
ing a hill or riding in an elevator as 
you can by using stair steps. 
An 


elevator is a much straighten line be- 
tween two points than either stair 
steps or a hill. 
Steps always tal<e 


you a little bit out of the way—that 
is, they always angle about forty-five 
degrees. Circular stair steps are an 
exception to this rule; they take you 
directly where joti want to go, but 
you are drunk iwhen you get there 
and have forgotten what you came 
alter. Stair steps require absolutely 
no attention except an occasional 
sweeping, while elevators have- to be 
oiled.
